Landau  is  again  blockaded. 
The  fall  of  that  place  depends 
upon  a  decilive  battle  which  can- 
not fail  to  take  place.  This  mor- 
ning a  ftrong  cannonade  has  been 
heaid. 

We  are  allured  that  General 
Jordan  commands  the  Convention- 
al army  in  Alface. 

DOVER,  January  9. 
The  French  have  gained  fome 
advantage  over  the  allied  armies 
in  Alface,  by  being  in  poifeihon 
again  of  fome  little  towns,  oreat 
preparations  arc  nicking  by  the 
Allies,  particularly  by  tne  prince 
of  Cobourg,  to  tv*kc  the  field  again 
a3  iooii  a*  pol'.ible.

The  duke  ofBrunfwick  is  faid 
to  have  gained  a  complete  victory 
over  the  French  at  Anweiler  on 
the  2S111,  and  Wurmfer  is  laid  to 
have  regained  the  poliiion  which 
he  had  on  the  24th.

Letters  from  Manhcim  and 
Franckfort,  of  the  29th  and  30th 
inltaut,  fpeak  •  pretty  Confidently 
of  a  victory  gained  by  the  duke 
of  Brunlwick  over  the  French,  in 
the  valley  of  Anweile'r,  on  the  2Si.l1. 
We  are  forry  to  add,  that  thefe 
are  not  confirmed  by  any  olhcial 
intelligence. 

January  10. 

The  Flanders  mail  which  arri- 
ved this  day  brings  the  confirma- 
tion of  the  railing  of  the  blockade 
of  Landau,  and  the  re-pallage  of 
the  Rhine  by  the  Auftrian  and  pruf- 
fiau  armies,  who,  after  fo  many 
victories  gained,  and  the  greatelt 
hardfhip  fuifered  with  the  utmolt 
patience  and  heroilin,  were  obli- 
ged to  yield  at  lalt  to  lupcrior  num- 
bers of  the  Sans  Culottes,  who, 
ever  fince  the  22d  ult,  with  a  force 
reckoned  at  180,000  men,  and  a 
numerous  and  formidable  artille- 
ly,  made  the  moll  defperatc  at- 
tacks upon  general  Wurnifer  and 
the  duke  of  Brunfwick. 

On  the  25th  Prince  of  Hohenlo- 
he  was  flightly  wounded. 

On  the  26th  the  duke  of  Brunf- 
wick attempted  to  make  an  attack, 
but  the  Freutk  £ot  the  iUrt  of 


him,  and  after  the  moft  bloody 
contlic,  the  Prulhans  and  theAuy 
ilrians  were  obliged  to  ictreat. 

On  the  26th,  the  Cordon  of  ge- 
neral W  urmfur  was  aifo  obliged 
to  retreat,  after  an  iinmence  quan- 
tity of  blood  Ihed  on  both  lides. 
All  the  inhabitants  of  l  agueneau 
and  Welle mbourg,  appreliL-nfive 
lelt  they  mould  experience  the 
fate  of  the  Lyo.  efe,  took  flight  at 
the  approach  of  the  Patriots  who 
purfued  them  under  the  cannon 
effort  Louis.  . 

Many  of  the  unfortunate  fugi- 
tives were  killed  by  the  connon 
from  the  fortrefs,  and  were  obli- 
ged to  pals  the  whole  night  under 
the  bare  heavens  before  they  could, 
be  admitted. 

Tjic  French  were  before  Spires 
on  the  29th,  and  the  Military  l.'of- 
pital  of  tiie  Prutfians  has  been  re- 
moved thence. 

From  Hagueneau  to  Spires  all  the 
inhabitants  fled,  and  thofc  of  the 
dutchy  of  Deux  Ponts,  have  had 
recourfe  to  the  fame  inealures.

KING'S  SPEECH. 

The  following  is  his  Britannia 
Majefty's  Sj.eccii,  delivered  at 
thf,*  Houfis  of  Parliament  on  the 
tilt  day  of  January,*!  794. 

Mv  Lords  a-i.i  GsntUmsH  : 

THE  circumflances  under  wi-kh 
you  art-  Aflembted,  require  jour 
molt  fcrioiiS  attention. 

We  are  cugiged  in  a  eontell.on 
the  itfue  of  wnich  depends  the 
maintenance  of  our  COnftitU  ion, 
laws  and  religion,  and  thefecurity 
of  all  civil  foclety. 

You  mult  have  obferved,  with 
fatisfaaion,  the  advantages  H  lri<  b 
have  been  ob'ained  by  the  arm*  of 
the  Allied  powers,  and  the  change 
•which  has  taken  place  in  the  ge- 
neral Situation  of  Europe,  liucc 
the  commencement  of  the  war. 
The  United  Provinces  have  been 
protected  from  iftvaiioa.  The  A  ti- 
ll rian  Netherlands  have  been  re- 
covered and  maintained  ;  aitd pla- 
tes of  conliderable  importance 
have  been  acquired  on  the  fron- 
tiers of  France.  The  recapture  of 
Menrz,  and  the  fubfequeivt  luccef . 
fes  of  the  allied  armie3  on  the 
Rhine,  have,  notwishilanding  the 
advantages  recently  obtained  by 
the  enemy  in  that  quarter,  prove  i 
highly  beneficial  to  the  common 
caufe.  Powerful  efl pets  li3ve  been 
made  by  my  allies  i:i  the  Soutb  of 
Europe.  The  temporary  po  Hellion 
of  the  town  and  port  of  Toulon 
has  greatly  diilreii'e  i  the  operati- 
ons of  my  enerrres  ;  and  in  tiie 
cjrcuinllances  attending  the  evacu- 
ation of  that  place  an  important 
and  decifive  blow  has  been  j  hen 
to  their  naval  power,  by  the  dSf- 
tingtiillied  condact ,  abilities,  and 
fpirit  of  my  commanders,  officers 
and  forces,  both  by  lea  and  land. 

The  French  have  been  driven 
from  their  pou'ei'ions  and  li.aety 
at  Newfonr.d'aiid  ;  and  important 
and  valuable  acquiiitions  have 
been  made  both  in  the  Fail  and 

Weft  (ndles. 

At  lea  our  fuperiori'y  has  been 
u'tdilputed ,  and  our  commerce  fo 
etfectuaBy  protected,  thai  the  loi- 
fes  fullaincd  have  been  into  d;  ier- 
able  in  proportion  to  its  ex. car, 
and  to  the  captures  made  on  the 
contracted  trade  of  the  enemy. 

The  circamftaaces  by  which  the 
further  progreft  of  the  allies  hns 
hitherto  been  impelled,  not  rnly 
prove  the  necellity  of  vigour  and 
perfeverence  oji  our  part,  but  at 
the  fume  time  coiifirm  the  expec- 
tation of  ultimate  fuccefs.  Our  e- 
nemies  have  derived  the  means  of 
ten  wrarj  exertion,  from  a  fyllem 
which  enabled  th?mto  difpofe  ar- 
bitrarily of  the  lives  and  property 
of  a  numerous  peopl  ?,  and  which 
openly  violates  every  reitraint  of 
juftice,  humanity  and-  religion. 
Bur.  thefe  efforts,  productive  as 
they  have  necelfirily  been  of 
internal  difcontent  and  confilfiotl 
in  France,  have  a  Mb  tended  rapid- 
1  m  cxhauit  the  natural  and  real 
strength  of  that  country. 

Alihcgh  f  cannot  bat  regret  the- 
neceUarycam  hi  nance  of  the  war, 
I  lhouK  III  con  fid  t  the  eiieutial  in- 
terclls  of  my  people  if  1  were  de- 
firous  of  peace,  on  any  grounds 
but  ftich  as  may  provide  for  their 
permanent  fafcry,  and  the  inde- 
pendence and  fecurity  of  Europe. 
The  attainment  of  thefe  ends  is 
ftill  obllriu'ted  by  the  prevalence 
of  a  fyllem  in  France,  equally  in- 
compatible with  the  bappineA  of 
that  country,  and  with  uhe  tran- 
quility of  all  other  nations.
